jess of in all sects under their differeot garbs 
aod brings it out clear and distinct, as the 
vital thing for men to receive, It makes faith 
consist not in doctrines about God and Christ | 
and eternity, but in the persons and things 
themselves. So far is it from beiuga cold 
intellectual system, that with Christ it sets 
forth love ae the great central principle of all 
religion. It \recognizes the everlasting 
worth of gooduess, no matter whether it 
comes from the first or second birth, is 
evinced ia heathen or Christian lands ; and 
it endeavors to present religion ever as a 
practical matter, as something which per- 
tains first of all to this world, and that 
should be carried now into all human inter- 
ests. It has its own speial views in theology; 
believes in the one person and fatherhood ot 
God; in the man Christ Jesus, and in his 
being the Son of God, and divine by virtue 
especially of bis complete humanity ; and in 
the essential goodness of buman nature, and 
the possibility of the soul’s immediate com- 
munion with God.

Sxiw Gaartine.—The last number of the 
Indian Medical Gazette contains au account of 
three successful cases of skin grafting. This 
curious operation is as followa,:—A patient 
is'sufferiag fromalarge uker. Th+w est ir, 
however, over, and the ulcer is healing. A 
new skin is forming very slowly round the 
edge of the gore, and if left to itself wonld in 
coarse of time completely cover it But 
Nature works too slowly fur modern surgery, 
so a piece of skin is cut from some other part 
of the body and planted in the sere. At 
first it seems to have failed, fur the ,ri‘t dis- 
appears, evidentiy absorbed into tar wound, 
but ina few days a speck of healthy skin 
appears in the centre of the raw surtace. The 
transplanted piece bas, in fact, taken root. 
The speck now rapidly spreads, other yrsfts 
are made to take root, becom ag each of them 
centres ofa new growth, which ag they ex- 
pand join eacb other, and in a very short time 
cover the site of the ulcer with a smooth and 
healthy skiu, Not long a,0 an experiment was 
tried in a London bospital of grafiing a 
negro’s skin on an ulcer of a white child, to 
see it the pigment cells would be reproduced. 
The experiment failed, as the bit of skin died, 
but the indignation of the public at what they 
cousidered wn unwarrantable liberty taken 
with a white-skinned subject was curiously 
‘vehement The anhors uf the casts quoted 
in the /ndian Medical Gazette do not say whe- 
ther the skin reproduced alter grif'ing was 
the same colour s thatof the rest of the body 
or of the pink color so often seen in the scars 
on natives’ legs. This isa point which might
